fly and its destructive offspring, the leaf miner. The adult 
saw fly lays eggs on the leaf and the ensuing larvae feed on 
the tissue of the subdermal layer. The result is yellowed, 
blotchy leaves (see inset), These garden menaces can be 
defeated, according to District Agriculturist Walter Klatt. 
Cygone, a cystemic pesticide should be painted on in bands 
around the lower trunk area. This should be done in 
mid-May. The tree can then be sprayed about the third week 
in June with a mixture of cygone and water. This spraying 


can be repeated in July.

It looks as if we are stuck 
with governments 


It seems that because of the way the present system is 
stuctured we need our governments, federal, provincial and 
municipal. 

That means we are likely to be stuck for a good many years 
putting up with suffocatingly hollow platitudes which come 
down to us from the various levels of government. 

At municipal level we have to suffer the platitudes plus a 
never ending stream of reports,., position papers and 
consultants fees till, the question is begged do we even need 
government? Many will say yes because of a primeval fear 
of anarchy, but this week down in Edmonton there was a 
refreshingly new angle given to the reasons for frustrations 
with government. 

At the closing of a four day conference of Jehovah's 
Witnesses in Edmonton this week, the lead speaker said 
that modern governments have failed mankind and God. 

He also pointed out that the basic reason why man shows 
frustration at government is because God did not purpose 
for humans to rule over other humans. 

That might be so, but it would not be as bad if governments 
did not show themselves capable of crass singlemindedness 
as we recently witnessed in the decision the dam the Red 
Deer River at site six. 

Here we have the: classic case of a Kingdom divided 
against itself with the Minister of Environment overuling his 
own departmental findings on the best place for a Red Deer 
River dam. 

No wonder that both the Environment Minister Dave 
Russell and Premier Peter Lougheed were burned in effigy 
at Spruce View this past weekend. 

At the federal level when the peoples of the territories 
asked for local self government, the Prime Minister came 
back with an immediate and firmly resounding ‘‘no’’. No 
studies or Royal Commissions needed when his empire, or 
power base, was even gently threatened. 

If we are going to be stuck with governments, at least let 
them give the impression they are intelligent and 
democratic, even if in practice they show they are just the 
opposite.

A bill reducing penalties for minor marijuana offences 
and defining possession of up to 25 grams of marijuana 
(enough for 20 to 30 joints) as a violation of the law 
rather than a crime has been passed by the New York 
Senate and signed by Governor Hugh Carey. When the 
bill goes into effect at the end of July, New Yorkers 
convicted ona first offence of possessing smal amounts 
of marijuana will be subject to a fine of no more than 
$100. New York will become the ninth American state 
in which such offences are no longer considered 


criminal 


Opponents of the bill argue that a reduction in 
penalties for marijuana offences would clear the path 
for the social acceptance and large-scale use of the 
drug. That arguinent is fatuous since the path appears 
io need no clearing. A study by the United States Drug 
Abuse Council shows that between 1973 and 1976 the 
number of Americans who had tried marijuana at least 
once rose from 12 per cent to 24 per cent. A quarter of 


Electric railroads in future? 


There are strong arguments 


There are strong arguments 
in the national interest for 
switching much of the rail 
system to electric power 
despite the cost of about 
$1.8-billion, says a study for 
the Transport Department. 

As a first step, the 
Canadian Institute for Gui- 
ded Ground Transport at 
Queen's University has rec- 
ommended building a 400 
mile prototype operation 
either between Thunder Bay 
and Winnipeg or between 
Edmonton and Kamloops B. 
Ci 

Decisions on such an 
operation should be taken 
soon because of the time it 
would take to build the 
system and to decide wheth- 
er the results justify spread- 
ing electrification further, 
the report says, 

It says 9,500 miles of track 
could be converted to electric 
power in the next 30 years, 
reducing rail demand for 
diesel fuel by 50 per cent. 
This would free diesel fuel 
supplies for other uses. 

The 16-month study con- 
cludes that the initial costs 
would discourage the rail- 
ways from attempting an 
elecirification program. But 
the Government should con- 
sider financial aid to encour- 
age such a step. 

A spokesman for the dep- 
artment said it has nots 
started any followup studies 
on problems outlined by the 
institute, 

The report says there are 
technical problems that sho- 
uld be examined further. The 
study group did not examine 
in detail the impact of rail 
electrification on other indu- 
stries and on the over-all 
economy. 

The $60 million a year cost 
of building the electric 
sysiem seems large until the

Marijuana should be legal 


the population cannot sensibly be regarded as a 
marginal faction of loose-living, renegade degenerates 

In fact the corresponding fi gures for the same 
three-year period in Oregon (which, in 1973, became 
the first state to liberalize marijuana penalties) rose 
nore slowly than they did in the United States as a 
whole: from 19 per cent to 24 per cent. This suggesis 
that, as far as curbing social behavior is concerned, 
restrictive marijuana legislation is no more effective in 
the United States than it is in Canada. A law ceases to 
be effective when it is no longer held in respect. And, 
when a law falls from respect, it has an awkward 
tendency to drag other laws with it. 

The maximum penalty in Canada for possession of 
even a single joint of marijuanaremains seven years’ 
imprisonment. A patently absurd penalty, it is almost 
never invoked any more for minor offences. But so long 
as it is retained in the Criminal Co de--invokable and 
apparently inviolate--it will intrude like a farcical twitch 
upon the otherwise stern expression of the law: a grim 
joke that has resulted in the branding of countless 
Canadians with criminal records and has encouraged 
ihe underground distribution of marijuana by organized 
criminals at one end and by the school kid down the 


street at the other. 


The law should be sensible: that means marijuana 
should be legal. The law should contribute to an orderly 
society; that means marijuana should be available 
legally which means in turn, that the Government 
should take over the reins of distribution. If it is willing 
10 do so with alcohol, why not with marijuana? 

The only excuse Ottawa has left is political cowardice 
If Justice Minister Ronald Basford is reluctant to own 
up io that excuse, he should arrange his affairs and 
ours so that he will not need it.

Some News Is Good News 


by JIM SMITH 


In the beginning, Canada 
was a nation of tiny towns 
with equally tiny weekly 
newspapers. Some of the 
towns grew up to become 
cities like Vancouver, Toron- 
to, and Halifax - and their 
papers grew with them. More 
of the towns lost their resi- 
dents to the big cities, 
though, and many of the 
small publishers went out of 
business. It hasn’t been easy 
in the community newspaper 
business. 

A couple of weeks ago, 
however, the Canadian Com- 
munity Newspaper Associa- 
tion held its annual conven- 
tion in Winnipeg. And, for 
an industry that was virtually 
given up for dead a decade 
ago, this was a remarkably 
lively corpse. There are hun- 
dreds of new community 
newspapers today, most of 
them run by highly trained 
professional newsmen ear- 
ning enviable profits. 

It’s very nice that times 
have changed for the com- 
munity newspapers. But the 
real significance of their re- 
Surgence is found in the 
markets these newspapers 
have carved Git jor them- 
selves rather than in their 
corporate balance sheets. 
The real story is that Canada 
is becoming a nation of 
communities ap uu. 

The big cities wiped out 
community life. They grew 
so rapidly that no one felt 
a sense of identification. But, 
as the growth slowed, the 
neighbourhoods stabilized 
and even the residents of the 
biggest cities discovered that 
they shared concerns with 
their neighbours, 


The new communities 
aren’t as easily defined geo- 
graphically as the traditional 
small towns with their legal 
boundaries. Visitors can’t 
distinguish the Annex from 
Cabbagetown in Metro 
Toronto; but the residents 
feel the communal forces 
The major daily newspapers 
can’t service these fragmen- 
ted markets effectively so the 
new breed of weekly news: 
paper has sprung up to look 
after the urban neighbour 
hood. 


In effect, the community 
newspaper publishers have 
been one of the first indus- 
trial groups to recognize the 
Canadian Federation of In- 
dependent Business’ obser- 
vation that Canadian society 
is decentralizing. The same 
forces that are making more 
and more businessmen into 
independent entrepreneurs 
rather than big business 
administrators are bringing 
neighbourhoods closer to- 
gether. 


The rise of the neighbour 
hood, more than any other 
social force in Canada today, 
may be the one element 
which holds our country 
together. Consider just one 
example of how neighbour- 
hood identification provides 
stability. In mid-July, New 
York City suffered a power 
failure that sent thousands 
of looters into the streets. A 
few days later, Toronto's 
community of North York 
suffered a similar power fal- 
lure and there wasn’t a single 
violent incident. That’s the 
real meaning behind the rise 
of the community news- 


paper.

What's in a house 


by Central Mortgage 
And Housing Corporation 
(Second of a four-part series) 


Once the foundation is 
completed, the floor assem- 
bly, interior partitions and 
the exterior walls of the 
house are built. This is 
perhaps the most interesting 
phase of the construction 
process since the room 
locations as well as their 
sizes and shapes are seen for 
the first time. 

The installation of the main 
beam or girder is the first 
step in the framing of 
thehouse. The largest and 
heaviest of the framing 
members, this beam can be 
made of wood or steel. Many 


homes built today have a 
steel main beem. 

The main beam spans the 
foundation and supports the 
floor joists, which are laid at 
right angles to the main 
beam. Joists are supported 
one end by the foundation 
wall and by the main beam at 
the other end. Good quality 
materials and workmanship 
are very important for a firm, 
level floor. 

Wood joists are almost 
always used in home. Brid- 
ging is installed betwen 
joists or across the bottom of 
them, to restrain them from 
twisting. 

Certain places in the floor 
assembly for example, under 
load bearing wall partitions,

require additional strength. 

Floor joists at these points 
are doubled to give the 
added strength. 

The number of joists and 
the spacing between them is 
determined by the require- 
ments of the buildin g by- 
laws and expressed in the 
specifications for the house. 

After the floorjoists are in 
place, the sub-floor is nailed 
overthem. Normally onehalf 
inch plywood is used as a 
sub-flooring material togeth- 
er with a one quarter inch 
underlay installed prior to 
insallation of the floowing. If, 
for some reason, the joists 
have been spaced farther 
apart than the normal 16 
inches, a thicker sub-floor is 
used, 

Outside wall construction 
comes next. The most 
common type of wall is 
wood-frame, 

The construction of a 
wood-iraine wall is relatively 
simple. Horizontal pieces of 
lumber called plates are 
joined by evenly-spaced ver- 
tical pieces of lumber called 
studs. A wood-fram wallcan 
be nailed together on the 
ground or may be prefabri- 
cated in sections ina plant 


and then raised into postion 
as aunit, Once the wall is in 
place and suitably braced, 
sheathing material is nailed 
over the outside, Openings 
are left for the later 
installation of windows and 
doors. 

Wood-fram walls permit the 
attachment of several diff 
erent types of exterior 
finishing. Wood, aluminum, 
stucco, brick and stone 
veneer are some of the types 
of materials used to clad the 
exterior of a wood-fram wall. 
Most brick houses are 
usually veneer over wood 
frame. 

When the exterior walls are 
up, the inside wall partitions 
are erected. They are of two 
types - load bearing and 
non-load bearing. Interior 
load bearing partitions sup- 
port the floor or ceiling joists 
above them 

Non-load-bearing partitions 
are used to divide the floor 
space into rooms and may 
enclose electrical wiring, 
heating ducts and plumbing. 

Once the exterior walls and 
the interior partitions are in 
place, roof construction be- 
gins. 


The roof of a house is 


Framing roof construction 


generally supported by trus- 
ses built to the shape of the 
roof called for in the house 
plans. Roof framing can be 
built on site by the carpent- 
ers, but today trusses pre- 
fabricated in a plant, trucked 
to the site and raised into 
position atop the exterior 
walls is the general practice. 
At the peak of the roof, 
there is a ridge board or 
blocking which runs the 
length of the house. This 
beam gives rigidity and 
added strength to the trusses 


which must be designed to 
withstand the snow loads for 
the locale. 

When allthe trusses are in 
position, roof sheathing, is 
nailed over them. Then the 
shingles are nailed to the 
sheathing. 

With the outside walls 
closed in, windows installed 
and roof covered, work can 
begin on the inside of the 
house free from adverse 
weather. The next article in 
this series will explain the 
inside work.

Examine solar technology at U of Aconference 


Solar energy technology in 
Canada will be thoroughly 
examined at meetings of the 
Solar Energy Society August 
22-23-24 as its third annual 


meeting at the University of 


Alberta in Edmonton. The 
extensive program includes a 
set of 77 technical papers by 
scientists, engineers and 
architects from across Can- 
ada. 

The technical papers deal 
with solar and alternate 
energy in six categories;

Approve different fees 
for foreign students 


The University of Alberta 
Board of Governors today 
gave approval to a schedule 
of differential fees for foreign 
students. 

Visa students entering the 
University of Alberta for the 
first time in September 1977 
will be required to pay 
yearly fees $300 greater than 
will non-visa students or visa 
students who have previou- 
sly attended university. 

The action by the board at 
their meeting today follows 
notice from the Honorable 
Dr. A. E. Hohol, minister of 
the Alberta department of 
advanced education and ma- 
npower, of his approval of 
the $300 differential fee. 

That figure was put before 
the minister in a May 10, 
1977 letter signed by E. A. 
Geddes, chairman of the 
Board of Governors of the 
university. In the letter 
Mr.Geddes underlined the 
university's continued oppo- 
sition to establishment of a 
differential fee structure for 


visa students prior to the 
issue being given thorough 
study and it being shown that 
such a structure was neces- 
sary or of benefit. 

However, Mr. Geddes, in 
the letter, also indicated that 
the section of the Alberta 
Universities Act regarding 
the setting of tuition fees was 
unique in its requirement 
that the university and the 
government must agree on 
the fees. He said that the fee 
recommendation was being 
made to end the impasse 
created by the university's 
disinclination towards a diff- 
erential fee structure and the 
“collective will of the gov- 
ernment that tuition fees for 
foreign visa students must be 
increased"’. 

In part, the letter read: 
“Our board continues to 
believe this proposal for a fee 
increase to be wrong and not 
in the best interest of the 
university nor, in the long 
run, the general public and 
we hope you will reconsider 


this proposal. Equal'y, how- 
ever, 1am convir ed that 
the interests of the university 
are suffering and that more 
substantive matters are not 
being considered because of 
the impasse."’ 

Mr. Geddes then recom- 
mended the $300 differential 
fee, tying the recommen- 
dation to the prompt estab- 
lishment of a committee to

The approved fee structure 
provides that in no case will 
the differential fees charged

Food preservation is not 
always the inexpensive me 
thod many people think it is. 


When the costs of the 
produce, Sugar, Spices, con- 
tainers, etc,, are totalled, it 


often works out more per unit 
than a store bought product. 
There is also an electrical 
arge for freezing food that 


is not always calculated in. 
Time is another considera- 
tion. Could you put the time 
your spend canning on better 
or more important activities? 

Family likes and dislikes 
will be a major factor in 
deciding whether or not to 
can, Canned vegetables have 
a very different flavour and 
appearance from frozen on- 
es. If your family is not going 
to eat it, it doesn’t matter 
how cheap it was to make. 

It is important to consider 
all aspects of food preserva- 
tion from an economic 
viewpoint before you begin.

Recently the battle by 
concerned mothers against 
sweet foods has taken a new 
twist. Not only has sugar been 
designated a substance to 
avoid but saccharin has now 
been termed cancer-causing. 
However, according to a 
well-know chewing gum pro- 
ducer, a new, natural sweet- 
enter has been approved for 
use in Canada. ZXylitol,

Xylitol was first prepared in 
1891. But because the 
extraction process is compli- 
cated and expensive it has 
not been available until now. 
It is comparable in sweetness 
to sugar and is twice as swect 
as some other popular sgar 
substitutes 


F. Boiling water only reaches 
212 F. Bacteria, Botulism 
especially. which is a deadly 
bacteria, is killed at temper- 
atures between 212 F - 240 F. 
Non-acid foods (i. e. veget- 
ables, meats, beets, squash) 
are all susceptible to botul- 
ism infection. 

It is important to sterilize 
jars, make sure they are

1. ‘Our garden asparagus 
has very thin stalks. When | 
can it, it always becomes too 
mushy.

ANSWERS 

1. Wrong - Asparagus is a 
non-acid food. The temper 
ature during processing must 
reach 212 F - 270 F in order 
to kill bacteria. Time is 
therefore of essence. Blan- 
ching is used to kill enzymes 
that would continue to 
breakdown the sugars in the 
vegetables. 

2. Wrong - Tomato juice is 
acid so its canning procedure 
will differ from V-8 juice 
which contains non-acid veg- 
etables. Using the instruc 
tion from a non-acid veget- 
able such as carrots would be 
better. 

3. Wrong - The open kettle 
method is not recommended 
at all. There is more danger 
of spoilage if utensils, jars 
and spoons are not HB EGL: 
ghly sterile even though 
bacteria are still in the air, 
etc. It is sometimes still used 
for fruit canning. 

4. Wrong - Canned vege- 
tables differ in both taste and 


appearance from frozen prod- 


ucts. Products should be 
processed to a family's taste 
for most economical results. 
5. Wrong - Smoking is a 
drying process. For safety 
you cannot change the 
processing time in canning. 
Freezing might be a better 
alternative, 

6. Wrong - All processed 
foods are very comparative in 
nutritional value.

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President of Alliance for Life 
slams Anglican Task Force 


Ms. Gwen Landolt, presid- 
ent of Alliance for Life issued 
a strong condemnation of the 
proposal made by the Angl- 
ican Church's Task Force on 
Human Life that severely 
handicapped children be 
killed at birth. In her 
statement she said, ‘‘the 
Alliance is deeply concerned 
by the attitude manifested in 
this report. The premises 
upon which the Task Force 
has based its recommenda- 
tions are dangerous and 
subversive of respect for the 
value of human life’’. 

Ms. Landolt went on to say, 
“the assumption that "hum- 
anness’’ is possessed only by 
someone with the capacity 
‘to relate to himself, with his 
neighbour, and with God’ is 
elitist. If the committee 
argues that the retarded 
newborn are to meet this 
test, then there are many 
others wo are likely to fall 
outside the charmed circle of 
‘humanness’ -- the adult 
retarded, the senile, autistic 
children, those with severe 
personal problems, etc."’ 
Ms. Landolt also remarked 
that the problem lies not only 
with the particular definition 
adopted but with the assu- 
mption that the human race 
is rather like an exclusive 
private club with a mem- 
bership than can create and 
change the rules of eligibil- 
ity. ‘‘A human being is a 
being with human parents 
and any attempt to create 
more limited definitions is 
inherently wrong and pro- 
foundly dangerous"’, she 
said.

burn off some excess calor- 
ies, replace fat with muscle, 
and strengthem the cardio- 
vascular system. But aoctors 
warn it can put undue stress 
spon the heart if overdone. 


It aiso can cause aching 
shins, sore joints, anc 
backaches--unless the jump- 
er wears soft-soled shoes, 
bends the knees, and jumps 
just high enough to clear the 
rope. 

Fans, however, insist that a 
10-minute workout with a 
rope is equal to half an hour 
of jogging. And, said one: 
“You don’t have to go out in 
the rain and dodge traffic." 

Adherents cite other ad- 
vantages to jumping rope: It 
can be done in private, 
requires little space and even 
less cash outlay and is 
portable. The director of a 
health club in Los Angeles 
notes that ‘‘the jump rope 
fits easily in a suitcase." 

Models Getting Fancier 

But as jumping rope has 
become popular, manufact- 
urers have rushed into the 
market with fancier ropes. A 
purloined length of clothes- 
line or a piece of No. 10 
window sash cord no ionger 
suftices. 

Instead, jump ropes come 
with wood or plastic handles, 
some with roller bearings, 
and-at least one with a digital 
counter. The rope itself may 
be three-ply cotton, nylon or 
other synthetic yarns, or 
even leather, 

For faster turning, one firm 
makes jump ropes in loops 
like a pliable chain to reduce 
wind resistance. The ropes 
also are available in bright 
hues and colorful stripes, but 


these can sometimes be 
hazardous. 
An American visitor to 


Northern Ireland a few years 
ago reached for her jump 
rope only to have it jammed 
back into her handbag by her 
alarmed escort. 

‘Do you want to get us 
killed?’* he asked. Pointing 
to its red, white, and blue 
pattern, he warned: **People 
will think you're asking their 
children to jump to the 
colours of the British Flag.’

MacArthurs’ forboding oratory electrifies film

A rather stiff, posturing and 
very self conscious Gregory 
Peck only just succeeds in 
pulling off the lead role in a 


rather dull *‘MacArthur"’, 

We have to get right 
through World War IT with 
what historically must have 
been a very intriguing man, 


General Douglas MacArthur, 
before the movie really turns 
eloquent, 

MacArthur, a movie about 
one of World WAr I's top 
generals, who was referred 


to as His Majesty by one 
American president, is sh- 
owing at Rialto 2 10134 - 
101st Street, in Edmonton, 

The movie fails in two key 
points; it should have been 


Pain of alcoholism portrayed 


Seven young people have 
taken to the roads this 
summer to bring a unique 
experience in social theatre 
to Alberta audiences.

Alberta last year. As part of 
their course work, the 
students were requested to 
produce a dramatization of a 
specific social problem. 

They chose alcoholism. 
Many had close ties with 
someone with a drinking 
problem and they felt they 
should be strongly commit- 
ted to their subject matter. 

At first the actors went to 
text books for their research. 
But they soon felt the need 
for contact with alcoholics. 
For several months they met 
with problem drinkers and 
their families at Salvation 
Army. AA and recovery 
centres and at other social 
agency facilities, in their 
homes and on the streets, 
winning their trust and 
hearing their stories. All 
characters in the production 
are based on the people they 
met. 


filmed for the wide screen as 
befitting its epic nature: and 
Gregory Peck is completely 
overshadowed later in the 
movie by a salt, vinegar and 
pepper Harry Truman, zest- 
ily played by Ed. Flanders. 

Peck does manage however 
to handle some of the martial 
oratory and forboding of the 
great general with great 
aplomb. 

This becomes apparent at 
the pivotal point of the film 
when MacArhtur tells the 
world on the battleship 
Missouri, ‘‘If we will not 
devise some greater and 
more equitable system, Ar- 
mageddon will be at the 
door. We have had our last 
chance."" 

For the purposes of the 
movie, MacArthur's key 
message to the world is set 
against the backdrop of the 
soul-destroyed victims of 
Nagasaki an Hiroshima, not 
the battleship Missouri. 

MacArthur then is not so 
much about that general's 
exploits in the last war, but is 
a warning to the present 
generation about the finality 
of the next war should it ever 
take place. 

There is much emphasis on 
the Bomb, and the desire of 
the Japanese to abolish war 
and militarism as the means 
to achieve political ends. 

Ironically MacArhtur’s wo- 
rst fears begin to be realised 
with the onset of the Korean 
War in the fifties, and the 
perfection of the technology 
of the H-Bomb, 

The general with SO years in 
the service is left storming 


madly about the immoral 
compromise with evil at the 
close of the Korean War. 

And he lives to see the day 
when generals can no more 
override “these temporary 
residents of the Whitehouse’ 
to protect their soldiers and 
the US constitution in the 
way they see fit. 

There is sheer poetry at the 
end of the movie when 
MacArthur gives his last 
pearls of wisdom to the 
young men of West Point, 
the American Military Aca- 
demy. 

Peck handles that well, with 
the help of the special effect 
department, as he fades out 
uttering the stuff of his 
dreams, the ‘‘crash of 
muskets, the roll of drums 
and the mournful muttering 
of the battlefield.’ 

For those who like to spot 
anachronisms in movies, 
there is a classic one to look 
for in ‘‘MacArthur’’. It 
shows for a brief three 
seconds in a clipping repu- 
tedly from the Korean War.A 
Phantom F-4 flashes past on 
a bombing run; but those in 
the know will understand 
that the front line fighter in 
Korea was the North Amer- 
ican Sabre, not the Phantom, 
which is a product of the 
sixties. 

All in all, MacArthur is 
excellent as a documentary, 
but there is little to rave 
about in characterization, 
which is pretty thin, And but 
for the ready made oratory of 
Douglas MacArthur, and the 
snappiness of Truman, the 


dialogue falls flat on its face. 


“What we have here is 
a total lack of respect 
for the law!”

Drake ran into on their 
historic voyages. We expect 
our transportation to run on 
schedule and our advance 
hotel reservations to be kept. 

That's why, until recently, 
venturing behind the omin- 
ous “‘lIron Curtain’ to a

mystery-shrouded count ry 
like the USSR has seemed 
like an ordeal to all but the 
more adventurous Can- 
adians. It's also been expen- 
sive. 

However, during the last 
couple of years the flow of 
tourists - as well as hockey 
players to Russia has 
increased enormously, to the 
point where parents are 
being treated to thrilling 
accounts of one-week and 
ten-day trips to the Soviet 
Union which their sons and 
daughter have taken with 
high school groups. 

To which the parents 
reply:'‘If it’s that interesting 
and uncomplicated, maybe 
we should look into a trip 
ther ourselves." 


The nation is a collection of 
1S republics: the Georigians, 
Tartars, Kazakhs, Ukraninas 
and Uzbecks are probably 
the most familiar names. 
And, as one observer put it, 
“when they mingle in 
subtle-gray Moscow, they 
clang together with a cultural 
vitality that continues to 
amaze. Their heartiness be- 
gins with food, extends to 
drink, and doesn't even 
begin to end with spectator 
sports - soccer and hockey’’. 

A visit to Russia is a special 
kind of trip. . .and it presents 
certain complications to the 
traveller. The first stems 
from the fact that while 
foreign visitors are welcome, 
the Russians aren't bending 
over backwards to attract us. 


Interpretive Naturalist 
Program in Alberta Parks 


This summer, depending 
on which provincial park you 
visit, you may take part in a 
fireside drama, a guided 
canoe trip, or a dinosaur 
safari in the badlands, These 
activities are all part of the 
summer interpretive natur- 
alist. program being offered 
in ten of Alberta's provincial 
parks this summer. 


The interpretive naturalist 
program was introduced on a 
pilot basis in seven provincial 
parks in 1976 and the results 
were so encouraging that the 
program is being expanded in 
1977. The program consists 
of such things as bus tours, 
campfire evening presénta- 
tions, yuided hikes, slide 
shows and junior naturalist 
programs, 


Its purpose is to help park 
visitors understand and ap- 
preciate the fine natural and 
historical features of Alberta 
that are preserved in her 
provincial parks, as well as 
how to best use the park 
opportunities without abus- 
ing them. 

The campfire evening pres- 
entations are sometimes 
dramatic in nature. At 
Writing-on-Stone Provincial 
Park in southeast Alberta, as 
an example, as park visitors 
are sitting around the even- 
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ing campfire, a tall sleek 
Indian dressed in deer skins, 
breech cloth and moccasins 
suddenly appears and stands 
silent and still, 

After a few moments he 
gently lowers himself and 
sits by the fire and tells his 
audience the meaning and 
secrets of a time long past 
when he, as a boy, came to 
this sacred land to seek 
spiritual guidance and to 
become a warrior. 

He tells of his hardships 
and visions, and explains the 
intimate meaning of his 
experiences and the import- 
ance of his personal rock 


carvings ona wall in the Milk 


River Valley. Upon complet- 
ing his tale, he rises without 
saying anything and walks 
into the darkness. 

Jim Butler, head of the 
interpretation and education 
section of the parks division, 
Alberta Recreation, Parks 
and Wildlife, says the inter- 
pretive naturalist program 


was very enthusiastically 
received by park visitors last 
year. The response, Mr. 


Butler feels, indicates the 
public enjoys opportunities of 
expanding their awareness 
and interest in the natural 
cultural features of our 
parks, 

A staff of about 20 seasonal 
and permanent naturalists is 
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responsible for the delivery 
of the naturalist program. 
Jim Butler points out that 
the interpretive staff are 
chosen because of their 
interest and ability in sharing 
information with people. 

There are activities de- 
signed for the whole family to 
participate in and enjoy. 
Handicapped visitors can 
easily participate in many of 
the interpretive experiences 
as their needs have been 
carefully included in the 
program planning process. 

Such activities and facilit- 
ies as auto tours, bus tours, 
interpretive trails, fireside 
and evening presentations 
have been designed te 
accommodate disabled 
people. 


The ten parks to have an 
interpretive naturalist pro- 
gram this summer are Sir 
Winston Churchill, William 
A. Switzer, Kananaskis, Bow 
Valley, Fish Creek, Dinosaur, 
Writing-on-Stone, Cypress 
Hills, Lesser Slave Lake and 
Thunder Lake. As well a 
mobile theatre and two 
interpretive naturalists will 
be travelling throughout the 
northern region of Alberta. 
They will visit 17 provincial 
parks and present audio-vis- 
ual programs and conduct 
interpretive activities. 


As Eugene Fodor, the travel 
authority put it: they want 
‘you to consider your trip as 
an educational experience, 
not just as a holiday’’. And 
that’s a reasonable request. 

But it means you can’t get 
away with bending the rules 
and breaking the laws - rules 
and laws which you may find 
unusal. 

There's little or no pro- 
blem, however, if you go on a 
group tour which is profes- 
sionally escorted. Not only is 
it more economical than 
individual travel, but things 
like visas are smoothed out 
long before you leave Can- 
ada, and your tour itinerary 
is set so that you know where 
you'll be going and how long 
you'll be in each place. 

With those things definite, 
you can do some homework; 
research the cities you'll visit 
for items of special interest 
to you. And people who may 
want to contact you will know 
roughly where you are 
‘roughly’ is used advisedly 
here because Intouist 
doesn't assign hotels to 
travellers much in advance of 
arrival).

Nahanni National Park unspoiled wilderness 


Nahanni-- an exotic name 
for aremote and beautiful 
river in the far away 
Mackenzie Mountains of 
Canada’s Northwest Territo- 
ries. 


It flows down a legendary 
montain valley, through sh- 
eer majestic canyons and the 
4,784 square km (1840 
square miles) of untracked 
alpine wilderness that is now 
designated as Nahanni Nat- 
ional Park. 


To date, the park has been 
pretty much the sole pres- 
erve of wilderness conoeists 
and river rafters making the 
run down from Rabbitkettle 
Lake to Nahanni Butte. 
Sightseeting jet boats go 
upriver from Fort Simpson to 
Virginia Falls.There are no 
roads at present, so access is 
restricted to chartered air- 
craft from Fort Simpson, via 
the Mackenzie Highway, or 
Watson Lake via, the Alaska 
Highway in the Yukon, 


canoeists find few problems 
in the first 128 km (80 miles) 
between Rabbitkettle and the 
falls. A 1.6 kilometre (one 
mile) portage gets around 
the 94.5 km (315 foot) drop 
and down into a steep walled 
canyon and from there on, 
the fast water is at hand. 


The canyons, numbered 
one to four betwen Nahanni 
Butte and Virginia Falls treat 
river travellers to some of the 
most majestic alpine scenery 
in Canada. The sheep caves 
in the first canyon involve a 


climb of 600 km (2000 ft) up a 
scree slope ahd the cave is 
protected by a locked gate. 
Visitors who are specifically 
interested in the caves 
should contact the park 
Superintendent for exact 
location and permission to 
enter, 

Virginia Falls is not to be 
by-passed with an admiring 
glance and a few hasty clicks 
of a camera. 

There is a trail at the upper 
end of the Albert Faille 
portage that leads to the top 
of the falls. It follows the 
canyon rim to the very brink 
of the mighty cataract and it 
is one of the most overpow- 
ering sights a white water 
canoeist is likely to see in the 
entire Canadian north. 

The falls begin as a long 
and increasingly steep slope 
until the river is flowing at a 


tremendous speed when it, 


jets out over the valley wall. 

The speed and turbulence 
of the fearsome eddies and 
boils are overpowering. A 
heavy hissing and thunder 
reverberate from the tower- 
ing rock faces as the 
maelstrom of rushing water 
coils, geysers, foams, writh- 
es and seethes before crash- 
ing against a great rock 
buttress that stands on the 
brink in mid-river and 
cleaves the hurtling waters 
like a titan’s sword. 

The water now appears as 
plumes of snow and spreads 
a delicate curtain of spray 
that drifts lace-like across the 
cliff faces of the canyon and 
abyss below.

day round trip upriver to 
Virginia Falls and back. 
Information and bookings for 
this unusual experience can 
be obtained from Wilderness 
Expeditions, 9511 - 63 Ave., 
Edmonton. Alberta T6E 0G0. 
Hiking will be the next park 
activity added to the ongoing 
river tours. Plans for trail 
layouts are already under- 
way. We were fortunate 
enough to accompany Park 
Superintendent, Erick His- 
cock on a tour of park 
highlights such as Rabb- 
itkettle Hotsprings where the 
deposits have built up over 
the centuries to form a huge 
hillock of tufa or calcium 
carbonate. 
Hole-in-the-wall in Pass 
Creek Valley is one of those 
rare alpine meadows where 
the mountain wanderer can 
spend hours appreciating the 
unique composition and bea- 
uty of the scene. A hiking 
trail is proposed for the area 
and it will be a memorable 
experience for the trail-walk- 


ers when they pass this way. 

Our next stop was a small 
mountain lake backgrounded 
by a sheer cliff rearing 300 m 
(1,000 feet) from the mir- 
ror-like waters.

Dear Wayne - I have read conflicting articles about the 
treatment of poisonous snake bite. What is the correct 
method? 
Dear Bob - You are right, there is disagreement , even 
among authorities. One thing is agreed upon; that the most 
effective treatment is to quickly administer antivenin serum 
to counteract the poison. This is most times not available 
quickly because the vast majority of bites occur in the field 
away from immediate help. 
One of the latest methods, advocated by an authority in the 
field, is perhaps the best. 
1.If possible to do so easily, kill the snake for identification. 
2.Try to remain calm, sit still and avoid undue exertion. 
3.Apply a tourniquet; two or three inches above the bite,

A belt, hankerchief or other 
clothing may be used as a touniquet. Leave loose enough 
that a finger can be inserted under it without force. Do not 
loosen it every few minutes. it can be left in place for at 
least an hour.

5.Make ONE straight incision that extends through both 
fang punctures. Incision should run approximately one 
quarter inch outside each puncture. Cut through skin and

6.Gently squeeze venom from incision with fingers.Do this 
until medical aid is reached. Do not use oral suction as 
previously advocated. 
7.Use no alcoholic drinks or other stimulants. 
8. Get to doctor as soon as possible, but with the least 
amount of exertion possible. 


Dear Wayne - My son wants a shotshell reloader. Is 
handloading/safd?

Dear Alce - Handloading is a bit like driving a car. There is 
potential danger in both, but a careful operator makes them 
relatively safe. 


You didn’t mention your son's age, but if he is old enough to 
be competent with a shotgun, he should be able to safely 
reload. If he will get a good book on handloading and follow 
directions carefully, he will do fine. 


Dear Wayne - What is a shocker line in fishing and what is 
its purpose? 

Jack 
Dear Jack - A shocker line is most often used in surf fishing 
and fishing which requires the casting of heavy baits and 
weights. 

An example of this is fishing for channel bass in the surf. 
The baits are usually large and the sinkers are necessarily 
heavy to keep the bait from drifting. 

The fisherman may be using 15 to 20 pound test line and it 
will often break during casting. To eliminate this, a shocker 
line of heavier test is tied to the lighter line. It should be 
long enough that 5 or 6 wraps go around the reel spool when 
in the casting position. This shocker line is perhaps 30 to 50 
pound test line. ; 

To join these two lines of different test and size, a well tied 
and trimmed nail knot or blood knot will do fine.

© Be sure your trailer is equipped 
with proper lights and reflectors.

© Balance your boat properly on 
the trailer, placing most of the 
weight over the wheels with a 
slight off-balance toward the car. 
About 10 per cent of the total 
weight should be on the trailer 
hitch, A weaving trailer indicates 
improper balance. 
Check tire pressures against the 
manufacturer's | recommenda- 
tions before starting out. In 
general, trailer tires need more 
pressure than car tires. 
© When backing the trailer into 
the water, have someone to guide 
you and tell you when to stop. 
Make sure the drain plug is in 
your boat and closed. 
@Use a designated launching 
ramp, avoiding muddy or sandy 
areas 

Follow these rules for a safe, 
pleasant trailer boating season. 


Boating Guide 
Ashore 


Good boaters obey waterway 
rules when afloat and also are 
equally responsible when ashore, 
says the Allied Boating Associa- 
tion of Canada. There are thou- 
sands of places to dock along 
Canada’s shoreline, so there is no 
need to be an unwelcome intrud- 
er and possibly even break a local 
law. 

Signs are usually posted for 
private property, so watch for 
these when selecting a campsite 
or a place for a picnic or rest 
stop. If you are not sure, try and 
check locally for permission. 

Treat your stopping place as if 


it were your own property, Obey 
the law. Before cooking, make 
sure campfires are permitted 
Nowadays many recreational 
areas prohibit fires, especiaily 
during dry conditions, Build 
your campfire on sand, clay or 
loam, so it can’t spread. Keep 
your fire small and build it where 
it is protected from winds and 
breezes to avoid sparks flying 
into nearby woods. Never leavea 
fire unattended.and make sure it 
is completely out. Break up coals 
and soak them thoroughly with 
water 

Keep sleeping bags a safe 
distance from fire and make sure 
children are always watched if 
near the fire. Always wear foot- 
wear around a campsite and keep 
a flashlight handy 

And, of course, don’t litter. 


Use plastic garbage bags to leave 
your campsite in an equal or 
better condition than you found 
it. Don’t bury garbage; store itin 
your boat until you can dispose 
of it in approved trash cans. 

If sleeping ashore, don't use 
fuel-burning equipment in a 
closed tent or trailer without 
sufficient ventilation. Be sure 
your stove or lantern isn't too 
near, or touching the tent fabric. 
Keep fuel-burning appliances 
away from combustible materi- 
als 

If you do a little exploring in 
the woods, beware of poison ivy. 
If exposed, wash the affected 
areas as soon as possible with a 
strong laundry soap. Any clo- 
thing in contact with the plant 
should be washed thoroughly, 


too, Insects can also be a nui 
sance on the water or ashore, so 
carry protective sprays 

When swimming in your snug 
harbour, or at anytime, use the 
buddy system. Never swim 
alone. Do not dive into unknown 
areas. Always have an adult 
present when children are in the 
water, 

And whether swimming from 
the shore or from a boat, get out 
of the water whenever a thun- 
derstorm is gathering. Of course, 
after eating, wait a while before 
taking that refreshing swim 

Of course, make sure you are 
anchored or moored safely for 
the night to allow for tides or 
shifts in wind. Safety rules are 
good protection. Apply them for 
a happy boating season

Sturgeon crop yield 
will be average 


Sturgeon District Agricul- 
(urist Wally Klatt expects 
crop yields in the area to be 
average this year. 

“But generally the crops 
are good,'’ he told the 
Gazette this week, referring 
to cereal and root crops in the 
locality. 

He said that barley was 
coming on fast and ‘Some 
people will be swathing here 
this week." 

Barley isthe main crop in 
Sturgeon. 

The rape and hay crop is 
described by Mr. Klatt as 
“some good dome bad - 


50-50."" 

‘Allin all there has been no 
drought around here...and if 
it dries harvesting will be 
pretty early,’’ he says. 

Mr. Klatt suggests that 
good drying conditions could 
bring a perfect harvest. 

Most wheat was seeded 
pretty early in Sturgeon and 
it is already starting to turn, 
according to Mr. Klatt. 

It should be ready for 
swathing in two to three 
weeks. 

Commenting on the amount 
of wheat in Sturgeon this 
year, Mr. Klatt said, ‘there 


is probably a little more 
wheat than I thought.”’ 

He says there have been no 
bugs to speak of this year in 
the rape crop and no army 
worms, but there was a bit of 
white rust around, 

Referring to the growing 
season as the best in a while 
Mr. Klatt said that chick 
weeds could: be a problem in 
swathing. 

This problem is being 
chemically controlled; if it 
gets oul of control it could 
lie harvesting machines 
down, 


Bon Accord set to get 
shopping centre 


A large commercial devel- 
opment looks almost certain 
to locate in Bon Accord. 

Once the developer Legal 
Construction has the price 
finalized and tenants confir- 
med, Bon Accord council is 
expected to give the devel- 
opment final approval. 


The development was given 
approval in principle at the 
regular meeting of council 
August 2. 

The development calls for a 
200 foot frontage and the 
developer has suggested 
about 10 different stores 
could set themselves up.

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The old school house at Gibbons 


By Margarette J. Atkinson 

In about 1931 a very young 
teacher arrived at Gibbons, 
to take over the duties as 
teacher in a school, housing 
six grades. A goodly number 
of pupils there were. 

As you entered the gate, a 
flag pole stood, just to the 
right in the yard. As the 
school was just east of the 
Catholic Church, there was a 
barbed wire fence surroun- 
ding the wide school yard. 

We all had formed a habit 
of climbing through the west 
side of that fence. One of us 
would hold up an upper 
strand of the wire, while 
pushing the lower one down 
with a foot. Even the teacher, 
Miss Edith Johnston, bent 
down to step through that 


short-cut, as there were 
eager hands to aid her. A 
large bush area surrounded 
the east fence. 

In the school yard were the 
girls toilet at the east side 
and the boys toilet to the 
west side. South of the boys 
toilet stood a small sturdily 
built shed-type, horse barn, 
with enough stalls and feed 
for the horses, which farm 
girls and boys rode, as well 
as the ones which pulled a 
buggy or a cutter. 

As you entered a wide 
hallway in the school on the 
right, in the northwest corner 
stood a huge crock, with a 
grey enamelled dipper hang- 
ing near it. This stone crock 
held the drinking water, 
which had to be carried from 


the well by the boys. Ena- 
melled cups, hung in a row 
on nails. 

On the south end of that 
hallway were the cloak 
rooms. The girls was next to 
the classroom on the left, the 
boys cloak room was on the 
right. 


INK FROZEN 


Often in the winter we 
arrived at school to find the 
ink and the water frozen. 
Until the big coal and wood 
furnace in the basement was 
lighted, we had to march 
around the classroom, wear- 
ing our winter coats, boots 
and mittens to keep warm. 
Those times occurred when 
the one who was to have 


started that furnace was 
taken sick suddenly, or 
something. 

Miss Johnston had her 
hands full with most of us as 
although we were all quite 
well behaved, some of us too 
shy for her comfort. Then 
there were the ones who 
tried to be mischievious. But, 
she held a tight reign on one 
and all, as we soon found 
out. 

Nothing missed her eyes. 
If a wad of gum was secretly 
slipped into a mouth, up 
stood that culprit, That gum 
was placed by him or her into 
her wastebasket. The rest of 
that precious gum or what- 
ever it was, was duly 
forfeited, then placed ina 
drawer in her desk. 


A nickel was a rare thing 
for a child to have in those 
times, and it was usually well 
earned, There was no such 
thing as an allowance, so the 
sacrifice of that gum or candy 
was indeed a punishment. 

Of course the punishment 
Miss Johnston gave was 
always justified, as she was a 
girl with great compassion, 
for the feelings of everyone. 
She seemed to sense, if a 
misdeed was accidental and 
showed her sympathy if a 
person felt terribly remor- 
seful after doing whatever it 
was. 

She treated frost bitten for 
children who had walked a 
great distance, then saw to it 
that they were provided with 
a conveyance to get to school 


safely. 

Christmas concerts were a 
wonderful experience. They 
were always held in the big 
community hall at Gibbons. 
Three schools joined in it 
with a lot of planning. New 
Lunnen, Crusote and Gibb- 
ons schools were the three 
schools participating. 

There was no electricity in 
those days but with the big 
pot-bellied coal and wood 
heaters it was very comfort- 
able. 

A big Christmas tree was 
set up to one side of the 
stage. The children put up 
red and green streamers, 
which had been cut from 
crepe paper, and then the 
tree was decorated last.
